LISBON, Aug. 2 (UPI'!.—Pre- 
thier Mario Soares presented the 
program today of Portugal's first 
constitutional government in half

“The country is living in an 
atmosphere of crisis and its 
problems wil have to be solved 
in this atmosphere,” he said. 
“There is no time to lose.” 

The Socialist Premier told the 
National Assembly that the fand 
reform and worker-control mea- 
sures achieved in Portugal's two- 
year-old revolution were irever- 
sible but that the people would 
not be forced to accept the poli- 
cies of his minority perty. 

“We will not impose Socialism. 
That is something for the major-

Mr, Soares appeared béfore the 
262-man Assembly to outline his 
party's program and gain a 
favorable vote from the three 
main opposition parties. He said

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 
(Reuters).—A national public 
opinion poll today supported 
the findings of a survey which 
forecast last week that Dem- 
ocratic presidential candidate 
Jimmy Carter could defeat 
either President Ford of 
Ronald Reagan by ἃ 21 
msrgin. 

As Mr. Ford and Mr. Rea- 
gan, former governor of Cali- 
fornia, entered the final two 
weeks of battle for the Repub- 
licar vomination, a Gallup 
poll indicated that Mr. Carter 
was already favored by 62 per 
cent of the voters.

U.S. Said to Lack 
Details on New 


Soviet T-72 Tank : - 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP).— 
Russia iv has moved 
into major productign of an ad- 
vanced battle tank that is still 
largely a mystery to U.S, military 
officiais. 


The Soviet Army has not yet 
deployed the T-72 tank outside 
Russia and this has made it dif- 
ficult to obtain detailed technical 
information on ifs cheracteristics 
and performance, according to 
US, sources. 

Pentagon officials said that the 
T-72 went into production about 
two years ago and that 1,000 of 
them have been turned out 80 
far. 

From what they have been able 
to learn, Pentagon officials said, 
fhe T-72 can shoot on the move, 
has a leser range-finder to give 
its 115-mm gun greater accuracy, 
uses 8 higher-powered engine 
than the older T-62 tank and is 
better protected. 

The 40-ton T-72 reportedly has 
been equipped with an automatic 
gun Joader, reducmg the crew 
trom four men to three, Its in- 
terior is said to be designed so 
that a penetrating round is less 
likely to ignite fuel and ammuni- 
tion. 

Only about 10 per cent of the 
U.S, Army's tank force is cap- 
able of firing in motion, 8 
significant tactical advantage in 
tenk warfare. The same per- 
centage of U.S, tanks is equipped 
with laser range-finders.

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Who Owns the Sea? 


The sea was the first area of the world 
to which nations sought to cooperate in 
applying law. It was a joint property, 2 
joint highway. ἃ joint threat, and there 
was 8 common need to promote safety for 
trade and communications. Now ‘the sea 
is rather the last earthly frontier. a resource 
to be exploited. To arrive at mutual consent 
for means of doing so, the nations have 
been arguing for more than two years, 
while a number of them have been ezercis- 
ing individual claims to its bounty. Unless 
the Law af the Sea Conference, which 
resumed its discussions in New York yes- 
terday, can soon come to some workable 
conclusions, the oceans’ may prove to be 
8 last gasp of selfish nationalism, to 
the lasting damage of the world's peoples. 

The early forms of international maritime 
Yaw were, of course, shaped to no incon- 
Siderable degree by similar efforts to win 
individual advantage by force. Ships dipped 
their flags to the British in recognition of 
vague claims to sovereignty over vague areas 
of water: Spain “owned” the Caribbean; 
passage through straits—into the Baltic, the 
Mediterranean and the Black Sea—was 
claimed and contended. There were cod wars, 
and herring wars, and disputes over seal- 
ing: blockade rules were made and chang- 
ed as the power of the maritime states wax- 
ed or waned, or as technology altered sea 
warfare, Yet there is one concept that re- 
mained intact in theory, however battered in 
practice: that somewhere beyond the na- 
tionalized coasts there was an international 
sea, open to all. owned by none, where of- 
fenses—such as piracy—were crimes against 
the human race. 


Now with territorial claims extending from 
the early three miles of coastal water to 12, 
to 200, to 500 miles, and with underwater 
topography, such as continental shelves, 
complicating the problem, the’ worid is not 


fay off from assuming that the oceans off © 


any State are simply underdeveloped areas 
of that state, such as Brazil's Amazonas. And 
the industrialized nations have the facilities 
for seeking fish or minerals in almost any 
portion of the world’s seas. ἢ 

This would leave the landlocked, unin- 
dustrialized countries. who already claim 
that they are exploited by technologically 
more advanced communities, with little 
share in the last great source of food, min- 
erals and energy. 

If there is to be any agreement between 
factory and fishery, farm or mine in the 
world, it seems essential that the ancient 
concept of an international sea, sailed, 
mined and fished under agreed-upon inter- 
national law must be retained. This is still, 
after all the sessions of the Law of the’Sea 
Conference, difficult to achieve. The sea's 
resources are limited; some states have 
greater interest in local fishing, some in 
distant whaling, some in exttacting oil. To 
share such resources equitably and without 
perverting the ocean environment beyond 
salvage requires concessions by all, and col- 
jaberation by all~some internationa) trus- 
teeship, such as the United States proposes 
and has been put in practice in the An- 
tarctic, : 

The responsibility that Hes on every par- 
ticipant in the present conference is heavy, 
and the need for discharging it is urgent. 
The world—the whole world—needs the sea, 
and needs it to be ruled under law. 


The Dying Flame 


The Olympic flame that flickered out 
Sunday night in Montreal carried with it: 
some stirring moments of individual achieve- 
ment, and some thoroughly distasteful dis- 
‘plays of political chauvinism, money-grub- 
bing hucksterism and misplaced expendi- 
tures of energy and ideals. How much longer 
will it take a youthful generation of athletes 
the world over to recognize how crassly they’

8. word—by persons and organizations pay- 
ing allegiance to less than noble goals. | 

The previous Olympiad, in Munich in 1972, 
was marked by terror and tragedy, the 
slaughtér of Israeli athletes by sensation- 
seeking Palestinian killers. Fortunately the 
1976 Olymmics were preserved from any such 
outrages; nevertheless the Olympics of 
Montreal were seriously marred. 

There was the political opportunism of 
the host government, enforcing its own 
standards of political acceptability for the 
participarits, in defiance of the International 
Olympic Committee. There was the boycott 
by 29 Third World nations to make an irrel- 
evant political point—never mind the cost 
to their own athletes who had trained over 
long years for the distinctions that were 
then ruled out of their reach. 

A few singular memories remain of an 
Olympic ideal to which a watching world 
still tries to cling.’ Arnie Robinson of San 
Diego finally earned this gold medal in the 
long jamp—27 feet 4 3/4 inches—after three 
solid years of grueling preparation while his 
enthusiastic wife held down two jobs to pay 
the bis. 

The 14-year-old gymnast, Nadia Comaneci 
of Romania, gave a display of perfection 
that will not be forgotten by any who saw 
it. But Klaus Dibiasi, the Italian platform 
diver, struck a blow for experience; at the 


ripe old age of 28, he won his third gol 
medal in consecutive Olympics. i

We have maintained that a complete 
overhaul of the Olympics is needed, if that 
institution is to justify survival. The 
trappings of nationalist fervor should be 
dismantled. Eligibility should be hraadened 


beyond archaic notions of amateurism. Most ~ 


of the team events should be played ont 
elsewhere, the Olympics should be the meet- 
ing of individuals, competing on their own 
achievements, 


It ig not encouraging when the Interna- ἡ 


tional Olympic Committee is so stuffy as to 
bar one of the world’s best sprinters, James 
Gilkes of Guyana, who asked to compete un- 
der the Olympic flag when his own govern- 
ment joined the Third World boycott. Un- 
less basic sense and flexibility can be found 
somewhere in the Olympic organization, the 
Games should be abandoned. The experience 
of Montreal was to demean the world's great, 
athletes, forcing them to perform as pawns 
in a pageant of greed and ulfra nationalism.

U.S. Factory 
Orders Rise 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (A4P- 
DJ).—New factory orders in June 
rose by less than 0.1 per cent to 
8. Seasonally adjusted $95.50 bil- 
Hon from $95.49 billion in May, 
the Commerce Department said 
today. 

Factory shipments were also 
essentially unchanged, declining 
0.1 per cent to 2 seasonally ad- 
justed $94.03 billion from $94.09 
billion in May. 

Manufacturers’ inventories, how- 
ever, rose $1.74 billion, or 1.2 per 
cent, in Jume to an adjusted 
$150.78 billion from $149.04 bil- 
lion the month before. The de- 
partment said that was the larg- 
est monthly rise since a 22-per- 
cent increase in December, 1974. 

The Department also said un- 
filled orders rose 1.4 per cent in 
June to an adjusted $116.75 bil- 
lion. It was the fourth consecu- 
tive month of rising backlogs. 

New orders for durable goods 
rose 13 per cent in June, but 
new orders for nondurable goods 
fell 1.3 per cent to an adjusted 
$45.20 billion. 

The department said that in- 
creases in inventories were “the 
trend of nearly all industries both 
durable and nondurable.” 

Meanwhile construction spend- 
ing picked up again in June after 
two straight months of declines, 
the Commerce Department said.
